Such abbreviations arc not 
gonerally understood and often cause confusion and dclay 
in the proper Handling and treatment of paticnts in the 
chain of evacuation. In addition, the statistical and 
record valuc of such EMT's may bo greatly diminished or 
entircly lost. The list of authorized diagnostic abbrov- 
iations for use on the EMT is contained in par 152, AR 
40-1025. No additions or deviations from the list are 
permnittcd.,  Recormend corrective. measures be instituted 
whore indicatcd.".
